A verdict of $66 against Meyer Miller, 


a York clothing merchant, in favor of 
Louis Hall, of this county, was rend ered 
in Judge Ross' court on Wednesday morn 
ing.

contract of employment, made January 6, 
1913, in which Hall claimed he had been 
hired as a clerk by Miller at a salary of $8 
a week and an extra 4 per cent commit 
eion on all sales made by him. Hall pre- 
sented himself at the Miller store under 
that agreement on Jan. 10th, 1913. bul 
was refused an opportunity-to work, and 
remained idle until March 10th, 1913, 
when he obtained employment elsewhere. 
The amount sued for was the wages due 
for the period of enforced idleness 
The 


jury awarded Hall the full amount claim 
ed.

Germans are on the defensive In Po- 
land, and the Russians began a new 
drive in Bukowina.

ing with extreme stubbornness. The 
Austro-Hungarians have gained very 
important successes.

Government Demands Protection 
For Aliens in Mexico. 


CRISIS BELIEVED AT HAND 


Now 
and 
urgent representations, 
amounting practically to a warning, 
have been sent by the United States 
to Genoral Carranza, demanding an 
improvement of conditions in Mexico 
City. 


Diplomatists familiar with the con­ 
tents of the note, which 
American 
Consul Silliman has been instructed 
to present to General Carranza, inter* 
pret it as an entire change of policy 
on the part of the Washington govern­ 
ment toward the Mexican situation. 


The communication to General Car 
ranza, which was drafted after con* 
ferences between President Wilson, 
Secretary Bryan and Couijcellor Lan* 
sing, was guarded with secrecy, pend* 
ing some word from Carranza as to 
his attitude. 


It was said by some officials that 
the note contained the strongest rep­ 
resentations 
that 
ever 
have 
been 
made to Carranza and Indicates that 
the American government is rapidly 
losing patience with his indifference 
to the objectionable acts of General 
Obregon at Mexico City. 


Those who know the contents ol 
the 
communication said it did not 
threaten force and was not in the na­ 
ture of an ultimatum, but pointed out 
in explicit language the serious con­ 
sequences that might follow if the 
welfare of foreigners continued to be 
disregarded. 


Early in the day Secretary of th« 
Navy Daniels had said no additions 
were contemplated to the fleet now in 
Mexican waters, but 
later 
it 
was 
learned that the cruiser Tacoma had 
been ordered from Port au Prince 
Haiti, to Vera Cruz. Secretary Dan 
iels was in consultation 
later with 
Secretary Bryan concerning the sit 
uation.

tales. In the Transkel. Basutoland and 
Bechuanaland, nearly every fair-sized 
village has a field set aside for strang- 
ers. In a village where the king re- 
sides, usually his chief wife is told off 
to cultivate this field and store, away 
all the product in the upper part of 
her hut, and if in any adjacent village 
some chief woman is saddled wsith the 
work, no man of the tribe is permitted 
to touch any food thus stored. 


The king's wife, or whoever culti- 


vates the land, takes her share of the 
product and makes her living out of 
it, hut all over and above the amount 
actually consumed must be set aside 
and 'preserved. She may not trade 
with any other wife of the king. 


This field Is known as the "Strang- 


ers' Field." Whenever a stranger 
comes to the village he makes known 
his wants to the king and he is im- 
mediately relieved. 
The best hut In 


the village is set apart^for him, he 
eats the food of the stranger's field, 
and the wife of the king prepares the 
food for him with her own hand. He 
remains a week, or a month, or any 
reasonable length of time, and his de- 
parture is never hastened. Sometimes 
he stays long enough to become a 
members of the tribe. 


An amusing feature of this custom 


is the fact that indigent members of 
the tribe occasionally leave the village 
and go to other villages and become 
strangers, so that very often when a 
familiar face has been missed from a 
certain village and anyone asks where 
So-and-So went or what became of 
bim, the inquirer has been gravely in- 
formed that'So-and-So was poor ant?

of intensive cultivation which has 
made Belgium famous the world over. 


A committee headed by Sir Richard 


Paget has been appointed, and ar- 
rangements .ire being made to delegate 
Belgian e^peits who will direct their 
fellow oountijmcu in preparing Eng- 
lish land for intensive cultivation. The 
British and Belgians alike are eager 
to have all Belgians return to their 
bbmes as soon as possible, but mean- 
time there is a desire to make the Bel- 
gians' as ^ttle bmden as possible on 
the British, and the agricultural colony 
plan has been hit upon as a desirable 
means of employing Belgians where 
they will not be in direct competition 
with Englishmen. 


As many as live crops of vegetables 


are grown in a single year by the Bel- 
gians 011 tracts under glass. 
Only 


rough frames with ordinary window 
glass are required for this work. The 
Belgian farmers are able to make these 
themselves, and in many places in 
England they are already employed 
preparing the frames. 


The Belgian knowledge of soil cul- 


ture is the secret of the irrcnt success 
the farmers of the little kingdom have 
achieved. A tiny tract of laud is suf- 
ficient to support a Belgian family in 
comfort, and the refugees are willing 
to impart their knowledge of soil treat- 
ment to their British hosts, who are 
In no sense competitors in the conti- 
nental markets dominated by the Bel- 
gian gardeners.

English Israelites Bow to Rulings 


Which Have No Recognition^ Le- 


gally—F«<w Appeals From its 


Findings Are Taken. 


Probably few Londoners'are aware 


of tbe existence of a Jewish court in 
their midst which is known as the 
"Beth Din," or- the House of Judge- 
ment It is situated just off Aldgate, 
close to the Great synagogue, in the 
heart of Hebrew London, and is the 
highest religious, as well as civil, court 
of the Jews. A raised bench runs along 
one side of the court: in the center 
are seats of the judges and the court 
officials. 
Tbe head judge, the chief 


rabbi, lias a Beat In the exact center, 
with the assistant judges on either 
side of him. The latter always include 
an expert English lawyer and the head 
of 
the 
"Shochetim"-—the licensed 


butchers, who may only kill cattle as 
prescribed by the dietary laws of the 
Jews. 
^ 


It is impossible, owing to tbe ethics 


of the Jewish religion, for many cases 
to be heard in the ordinary police or 
county court. Cases dealing with Jew- 
ish , ritual, marriage laws, etc, are. 
adjudicated by the Beth Din, and it 
rarely occurs that the parties con- 
cerned are dissatisfied with the deci- 
sions given in this court. No higher 
tribunal can be approached for final 
justice, as the decree of the Beth Din 
is purported to be indisputable. 


It is -very interesting to note that 


the proceedings of this Jewish court 
are held "in camera;" no newspaper 
reports are permitted, neitLe'r are the 
public allowed to be present during 
the sittings. 


Though the Beth Din has no official 


recognition from the state, its judg- 
ments have more thanvonce been con- 
firmed in the ordinary courts. Some- 
time ago a litigant, dissatisfied with 
the judgment given against him at the 
Ghetto court, took his case before 
Judge Bacon at Wbitechapel county 
court. The chief rabbi offered to at- 
tend and explain the reasons of his 
decision, but his honor, without re- 
quiring his presence, upheld the ver- 
dict given by the Beth Die. 


NOT MEANT FOR THE POCKET 


First "Watches" May Have Kept Good 


Time, but Were of Most Incon- 


venient Size. 


At first the watch was about the 


size of a dessert plate. It had weights 
and was used as a "pocket clock." 
The earliest known use of the modern 
names occurs in the record of 1552. 
which, mentions that Edward VI had 


"one larum or watch of iron, the case 
being likewise of gilt edge, with plum- 
mets of,lead." 


The first watches mav readily be 


supposed to have been of rude exe- 
cution. The first great improvement, 
the substitution of springs for weights, 
was in 1550. The earliest springs were 
not coiled, but only straight pieces of 
lead. 


Early watches had only one hand 


and, being wound up twice a day, they 
could not he expected to keep time 
nearer than fifteen or twenty minutes 
in the twelve hours. The dials were of 
silver or brass. The cases had no crys- 
tals, but opened at the back and front 
and were four or five inches in di- 
ameter. 


A plain watch cost the equivalent of 


$1,600 in our currency, and, after one 
was ordered, it took a year to make it.

George W. Perkins, secretary of the 
International Cigarmakers' union, Chi- 
cago; John Mitchell of the New York 
state compensation commission, New 
York; Austin B. Garretson, president 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Con- 
ductors, Cedar Rapids. Iowa; Dr. Wil- 
liam Charles White, medical director 
of the Tuberculosis league of Pitts- 
burgh, and Dr. David R. Lyman, super- 
intendent of the Gaylord Farm sanato- 
rium, Wallmgford, Conn. 


As the first step in the campaign a 


special health bulletin has been pre- 
pared for the labor papers and will 
be sent out monthly in co-operation 
with members of the International La- 
bor Press bureau.

English Israelites Bow to Rulings 
Which Have No Recognition. Le­ 
gally—Few Appeals From Its 
Findings Are Taken* 


Probably few Londoners are aware 
of the existence of a Jewish court in 
their midst which is known as the 
“Beth Din,” or the House of Judge­ 
ment It is situated just off Aldgate, 
close to the Great synagogue, in the 
heart of Hebrew London, and is the 
highest religious, as well as civil, court 
of the Jews. A raised bench runs along 
one side of the court; in the center 
are seats of the judges and the court 
officials. 
The head judge, the chief 
rabbi, has a seat in the exact center, 
with the assistant judges on either 
side of him. The latter always include 
an expert English lawyer and the head 
of 
the 
“Shochetim”—the 
licensed 
butchers, who may only kill cattle as 
prescribed by the dietary laws of the 
Jews, 


It is impossible, owing to the ethics 
of the Jewish religion, for many cases 
to be heard in the ordinary police or 
county court. Cases dealing with Jew­ 
ish ritual, marriage laws, etc,, are 
adjudicated by the Beth Din, and it 
rarely occurs that the parties con­ 
cerned are dissatisfied with the deci­ 
sions given in this court. No higher 
tribunal can be approached for final 
justice, as the decree of the Beth Din 
is purported to be indisputable. 


It is -very interesting to note that 
the proceedings of this Jewish court 
arc held “in c a m e r a n o newspaper 
reports are permitted, neither are the 
public allowed to be present during 
the sittings. 


Though the Beth Din has no official 
recognition from the state, its judg­ 
ments have more than once been con­ 
firmed in the ordinary courts. Some­ 
time ago a litigant, dissatisfied with 
the judgment given against him at the 
Ghetto court, took his case before

She said several 
times that she would end her life, and 
thinking ehe may commit suicide in her 
despondency, the family kept a close 
watch over her. However she seemed to 
improve and maintained the best of spir- 
its. Seeing no other rope of sufficient 
length she secured a part of a rope off a 
hay fork. Dr. Leh of Hampton, her phy- 
siciarjf was 'phoned for, but he was aware 
of Mrs Palmer's condition and believing 
from the evidence given that it was sufii- 
cient proof she had committed suickte, 
thought it unnecessary to hold an inquest. 


Mrs. Palmer was a widow for many 


years and made her home recently with 
her grandson, Charles McCadden. She is 
survived by two sons and one daughter, 
Harry Palmer, Mt. Pleasant township, 
and Samuel of near Hanover, and Mrs.

German Soldier Exchanges 50 Cigar- 


ettes for Whole Steer—Throw Dice 


to Decide Puffs of Cigar for 


Each Soldier. 


Berlin.—Cigars .and cigarettes are 


the most highly valued articles at the 
front. In an interesting letter, just 
received here, a German soldier tells 
o# a trade where he exchanged 50 
cigarettes for a whole steer. He 
writes: v 
"Most of our boys at the front are 


inveterate smokers. They know the 
value of a good weed. Sometimes a 
good smoke will make you forget that 
your stomach is empty. 


"For the last two days I have been 


subsisting on bread and cigars, pur 
field butcher—the goulash gun, as we 
call it—cannot come up to the battle 
line, «nd so we must -live on what 
we carry in our knapsacks. A heavy 
black cigar will tjde you over for 
a day when there is nothing else to 
chew. 


"A few days ago we were all long- 


ing for some fresh meat. There was 
none for miles around. Suddenly a 
Bavarian detachment came along, with 
a whole drove of cattle. First they 
refused to let us have any, but after 
some bargaining they traded a fat 
steer for 50 cigarettes. 


"Every 'soldier in-\>ur army is sup- 


plied with two cigars every day at 
present. Besides almost everybody 
receives tobacco from home. But some 
of the cigars we receive are terrible. 
They were so bad we could not smoke 
them. So we threw them over to the 
French, who eagerly gathered them in. 
They were so delighted that they gave 
us some cognac in exchange; This was 
before they commenced to smoke the 
cigars. After they had lighted them 
they got highly indignant and com- 
menced to fire at us like mad. 


"There were days when we had noth- 


ing to smoke but dried tea leaves and 
straw. Then again we have tobacco, 
but nothing to light our pipes with. 
We are not permitted to have fire in 
the trenches, for the smoke would 
draw the enemy's fire. Matches are 
very scarce and our-electric flashlights 
give'light, but no fire. So one of my 
comrades has overcome this difficulty 
by using a strong magnifying glass 
which he. found in the pocket of a 
French officer" killed in battle. This 
works all right when the ?un is 
shining. 


"At times cigars were so scarce we 


had to throw dice in order to decide 
to how many puffs each one of us 
was entitled. I was unfortunate enough 
to get only three puffs."

New York.—Just what will be the 


scope and application of the new fed- 
eral trade commission, authorized by 
congress, was set forth by Joseph E. 
Davies, commissioner of corporations, 
whose office is to be merged with the 
federal trade commission and who has 
been named by President Wilson as a 
member of the board, to a gathering 
which included a large number of busi- 
ness men interested in the purposes of 
the new governmental board. 


Legislation creating the trade com- 


mission was based on the platform 
declarations of the two dominant po- 
litical parties that "private industrial 
monopoly was inconsistent with repre- 
sentative democracy,"

.Davies said. He added that the spirit

Will Define Fairness. 


"The problems of modern industrial 


business are not simple," he contin- 
ued. ."Our modern industrial organism 
involves one-sixth of the total wealth 
of the nation. It affects approximately 
one-tenth of our population directly. 
Its welfare and its prosperity, con- 
sistent with the public interest, is a 
matter of first concern to government. 
One of the problems frequently alleged 
is uncertainty as to what the law pre- 
scribes. This legislation attempts to 
relieve that situation by specific defini- 
tion to make that clear which cannot 
be done. 


"In the course of time there will be 


available to the federal trade commis- 
sion a large body of information, col- 
lated. digested and interpreted, as to 
the whole field of industry of the coun- 
try. This agency is also available in 
the public interest in investigations of 
the anti-trust laws. 


Advise Department of Justice. 


•"This information and expert knowl- 


edge are further made available by the 
law to the federal courts in the forma- 
tion of dissolution decrees in trust 
<-ascs, to the end that the public in- 
terest may 'be conserved, in that dis- 
interested economic and expert knowl- 
edge of industry as well as legal infor- 
mation may be available in such situa- 
tions. By direct authorization of the 
law the trade commission may be call- 
ed in by the department of justice to 
make recommendations as to the man- 
ner in which corporations may read- 
lust their business so as to comply 
with the provisions of the law. 


"The greatest menace to the small 


business men or enterprises lies in un- 
fair methods of competition employed 
by their larger rivals, who can with- 
stand a campaign of price cutting or 
similar practice simply by reason of 
brute strength. These practices, if 
permitted, breed monopoly. 
If pre- 


vented in their inception by govern- 
ment agency there is a guarantee of a 
square deal to the smaller unit and an 
assurance that it will depend for its 
survival upon its own efficiency and 
find justification therein for its ex- 
istence. The theory of this law finds 
no quarrel with bigness of enterprise. 
It simply provides that the rules of 
the road, based on fairness, shall be 
made clear and shall be enforced."

of Montgomery county, Pa., of mis 
representing industrial conditions in 
that county in an effort to discredit 
the Underwood-Simmons tariff law. 


A letter written by the manufactur 


ers' association to President Wilson 
last December attracted nation-wide 
attention because of the forceful state 
ments it contained. The association 
called Mr. Wilson's attention to the 
fact that the business depression il 
had predicted when the tariff bill was 
pending, was now a reality in Mont 
gomery county and that the industries 
which 
the 
association represented 


were suffering the natural effects ol 
foreign competition. 


This letter was a source of consid 


erale annoyance to the administration 
and it was finally decided to send a 
special agent from the department ol 
commerce to Montgomery county tc 
make an investigation. This special 
agent has now reported, and Secre 
tary Redfield contends that his find 
r 


-s fail absolutely to sustain 
the 


-ttements made by the association 


It is "noted, however, that the report 
deals only with the direct effect ot 
the tariff law *on Montgomery counts 
industries. There is no mention of th« 
possible indirect 
effects caused bj 


business stagnation in other lines. 


In his letter to President Wilson 


submitting the report, Secretary Red 
field concludes: 


"In view of the facts submitted re 


specting the negligible importations 
the injurious trade customs and the 
unintelligent 
competition in certain 


lines, it is evident that such of the 
manufacturers in this district as ma? 
have suffered need rather careful at 
tention to business methods than the 
imposing of a tariff to sustain them 
-while 
carrrying on business unde: 


conditions that are essentially un 
sound." 


D. M. Barclay, agent of the bureati 


of foreign and domestic commerce 
made the investigation. None of the 
information was 
obtained from the 


books of the concerns belonging tc 
the 
Manufacturers' association, be- 


cause they had not decided to opec 
them to confidential inspection.

data were gathered by interviews witt 
the manufacturers. 


Barclay visited thirty manufactur 


ing plants, all but twelve of which be 
longed to the Manufacturers' asso 
ciation. 


"Of the thirty concerns," says I3ar 


-clay, "fifteen admit that their busi 
ness could not be directly affected b? 
the tariff; twelve state that foreign 
made goods coulw come into direct 
competition with their products; three 
refused any information. 


"Of the twelve firms which claim 


that they could be hurt by foreigi. 
competition, five produce low price 
seamless hosiery, five medium and low 
priced 
woolen cloth, one cottonad« 


and cotton worsted and one manit 
facturing woolen and worsted carpel 
yarns and knitting yarns."

was only the textile industries which 
complained of being affected by tlia 
tariff.
